Cheers For the Glass Hen. 


The "frost proof" hen may be com- 


ing, says tbe Rural New Yorker, but 
tbe glass hen Is here, and one of bet 
June eggs in January does very well. 
Water glass or silicate of soda is the 
beat family preservative for eggs, and 
it will pay any fanner to breed the 
glass hen. Eggs laid in April, May nnd 
Juno ftre best for preserving. 


Boil nine gallons of -water. Alter It 


has cooled pour in one gallon of water 
glass and stir it thoroughly. Put In a 
stone jar and gently place In the mix- 
ture about thirty dozen eggs. Get them 
as'close to laying as possible and have 
them clean. Put the jar, In the cellar j 
or a dark room, cover it over and let 
lit alone until you -want the eggs. For

knows by experience, two ounces of 
t™, for instance, being regarded aH a 
week's supply for each single Individ- 
ual, one-half pound of sugar, three and 
one-half pounds of meat for a woman 
nnd five nnd one-fourth for a man— 
facts which the housekeeper probnbly 
lor.rned from her mother before her— 
l-nowlng. moreover, the greater vari- 
ety of the simpler kinds .required.
